IN THE SPECIFICATION: 

Please replace the paragraph beginning at page 5, line 6, with the following 
rewritten paragraph: 

- As a luminescent material, preferred are a reflecting mirror 4a which reflects blinking 
of a turn signal, a reflective paint 4b which reflects blinking of a turn signal, an optical fiber 
which at one end 4c senses light from blinking turn signals and emits light from the other end 4d, 
and a combination of a means for sensing light from blinking turn signals and a means for 
emitting light based on the signals sensed by the means for sensing light. — 

Please replace the paragraph beginning at page 7, line 4, with the following 
rewritten paragraph:
